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John Junken Taken From County Pris­ 


on at Albia for Fear of Mob Vio­ 


lence— Feeling Runs High in Ottum­ 
wa on Account of Five Brutal Mur­ 


ders of Women Having Occurred 


There— Immediate Trial for Slayer. 


Des Moines, la., March I.—John 
Junken, a negro, confessed slayer ot 
Clara Rosen at Ottumwa, Feb. 5, last, 
was brought to Des Moines by Sheriff 
Griffin of Albia from the county jail 
there. 
The slayer was placed in the 
county jail here for kafe keeping as 
feeling runs high in Ottumwa, the 
scene of five brutal murders of wo­ 
men. 
Junken Is alleged to have planned 
the murder at Ottumwa while he was 
still an inmate of the Fort Madison 
penitentiary serving time for robbing 
and beating a woman. It was his 
boast that he would again “do the 
trick” lf given a chance. He boasted 
bls ability to attack defenseless wo­ 
men. This information came In a let­ 
ter from Albert Evans, a Missouri ne 
gro who was a cellmate with Junken 
at Fort Madison. 
“Junken is guilty of that crime,” 
writes the negro Evans. “He planned 
It while still In the penitentiary and 
when he left I knew that it was his 
intention to pull off the stunt as soon 
as he had an opportunity.” 
Evans’ statement Is given more 
weight on Account of the fact that 
Junken killed Miss Rosen just a few 
days after he had been liberated from 
Fort Madison prison. He was re­ 
leased Jan. 19, and Feb. 5 the crime 
was committed. 
Junken plans to stand trial and has 
made a request that a well known ne­ 
gro lawyer be sent to him for consul­ 
tation. 
“I was full of dope, I tell you, chuck 
full of it,” be moaned as he tossed 
about on bls narrow bunk. 


Claimed He Used Drug. 
He told the sheriff he had been 
chewing cocaine, but on the way to 
Des Moines he said he had been eat­ 
ing opium. Any attem pt th at he may 
make along this line to secure a light­ 
er sentence and escape penalty will 
be fought by the state on the claim 
th at the crime was premeditated. 
The arrival of the mob from Ottum­ 
wa at Albia is responsible for Jun­ 
k e rs confession. He began Friday to 
made his admission and at th at time 
implicated Weaver, another Ottumwa 
negro. But prior to this he had con­ 
fessed his guilt to another negro at 
the Albia jail. 
Junken will be given an Immediate 
trial. 
The grand Jury meets In Ottumwa 
Wednesday. The case will be sub­ 
mitted first aud immediately upon the 
return of the Indictment the trial will 
be called before Judge Roberts. Jun­ 
ken will be kept In the jail here until 
that time. 
He Is twenty-seven years 
of age and has served numerous terms 
in prison. 
Junken told the sheriff at Albia that 
he had trailed Miss Rosen to the home 
of her sister the night of the murder, 
where he watched her till she emerged 
an hour later, and then sneaked up be­ 
hind her ann struck her a fearful blow 
with his fist, knocking her to the side­ 
walk. 
He then crushed her skull with a 
stone which he picked up. The first 
blow had knocked her unconscious.

STILL FIGHTING 


FOR HIS FREEDOM 


Lawyer Patrick Appears Before 


i 
Court In New York. 


New York, March I.—Before the 
appellate division of the supreme 
court today appeared Albert T. Pat­ 
rick, the lawyer convicted of the mur­ 
der by poison of Millionaire William 
Marsh Rice, on a writ of habeas cor- 
ffkls. “ His appearance before the state 
court is a continuation of his fight for 
liberty, which failed in the United 
States supreme court. 
Patrick is seeking freedom on the 
ground that the commutation of his 
death sentence to life imprisonment 
by the late Governor Higgins was not 
warranted in that it was a change to 
a punishment not provided by statute 
for the crime of which he was con­ 
victed and that the change was to the 
prisoner’s disadvantage in that it was 
an imposition of a different and great­ 
er punishment. His petition says that 
“life imprisonment is not only entire­ 
ly different from but is in fact greater 
and more horrible to endure than the 
death penalty, alone prescribed by 
general law for murder, first degree.” 
Patrick asserts that his conviction 
was procured by fraud and collusion 
of “divers persons of vast influence, 
power and wealth.” 
His petition for 
freedom is opposed by the city, coun­ 
ty and state authorities. 


WARSHIPS REACH NEW YORK 


The Rhode Island and New Jersey Ar­ 
rive There. 
New York, March I.—New Yorkers 
got the first glimpse of a portion of 
the “round the world battleship fleet” 
when the battleships Rhode Island 
and New Jersey steamed majestically 
Into port and anchored off Tompkins­ 
ville, Staten Island, where they will 
•tow powder, shot and shell prepara­ 
tory to going to navy yards for some 
minor tinkering and to have them­ 
selves arrayed In the service color of 
gray. After discharging ammunition 
the Rhode Island will proceed to the 
Brooklyn navyyard ami the New Jer­ 
sey will go to the Bolton yard. The 
marine observer at Sandy Hook, Cap­ 
tain De La Motte, was the first to 
congratulate the big ships of war. 
When the channel leading to the 
harbor was reached, Forts Hancock. 
Wadsworth and Hamilton boosted out 
a welcoming salute and this was an­ 
swered by the Rhode Island. The har­ 
bor craft then took up the note of 
welcome and all the way up the bay 
and until the battleship reached her 
anchorage the vessel was greeted 
with the shrill blasts of steam whis­ 
tles. 
The battleship New Jersey, which 
arrival several hours later, received 
a similar greeting. 
Thousands of persons lined the Bay 
Ridge and Staten Island shores to 
take a look at the ships and to greet 
and chat with such of the sailors as 
came ashore.

The water­ 
ways, immigration, monetary, Browns­ 
ville and postal commissions were 
created. 


MYSTERY PARTIALLY SOLVED 


Vessel Sunk by the Australia Prob­ 
ably Was the Condor. 
Algiers, March I.—The mystery of 
the identity of the sailing vessel 
which was rammed by the Belgian 
steamer Australia during a storm on 
Feb. 12 near Alboran Island In the 
Mediterranean appears now to be 
solved. Both vessels foundered as a 
result of the collision, but ten mem­ 
bers of the crew of the Australia who 
had put off In a small boat were 
picked up by the German steamer Li­ 
beria and brought to Algiers. The 
steamer Australia, which has arrived 
here, reports having sighted a drift­ 
ing Bbip’s boat between Cape Falcon 
and the Habibas Islands, off the Al­ 
gerian coast on Feb. 27, on which 
was painted the name “Condor, Lon­ 
don.” 
In the boat were five bodies, one of 
which slid into the sea as the steamer 
approached.

Later one of the 
men was captured by the posse chas­ 
ing him. Eight other Italians were 
arrested as witnesses, but none will 
say who fired tho fatal shots. 


Goes Over Seven Hundred Miles in 
Less Than Eighteen Hours. 
Pittsburg, March I.—A special train 
bearing a theatrical company made 
the distance of 755 miles from Boston 
to Pittsburg in the record smashing 
time of 17^4 hours. Fifty-five min­ 
utes were clipped off the best previous 
time between Buffalo and Pittsburg, 
tile time being 5 hours and IO minutes. 
From Youngstown, O., to Pittsburg, 
the 65 miles were covered in 67 min­ 
utes, Including starting time and two 
slow-ups on the way. This is the 
best time ever made on this division 
and Is said to rank among world’s 
records for heavy train speed. 
The 
train consisted of five heavily loaded 
baggage cars, five Pullman sleepers, a 
diner and an ordinary coach. Two en­ 
gines pulled the special. Ofllcials who 
accompanied the train stated that

Th* Latter a Rapid Fire Maxim, the 
Former rn Thirteen Inch Gun. 
"Probably no educational Institution 
in our country has ever graduated two 
more eminent and eloquent lawyers 
than .old Dartmouth college gave us 
In Daniel Webster and Rufus Choate,” 
says a writer in Our Dumb Animals. 
"It was ray privilege as a member of 
the Suffolk bar to attend many years 
ago the trial of one of the most im­ 
portant cases of the year in our su­ 
preme judicial court at Boston. 
“On the two sides were arrayed 
some half a dozen of our most emi­ 
nent lawyers. 
Daniel Webster and 
Rufus Choate, as it happened, were on 
the same side. 
"A hostile witness was put on by 
the other side, some of whose evidence 
was of the utmost importance to Web­ 
ster and Choate, if it could be ob­ 
tained, and Choate undertook the task 
of obtaining it. 
No man at our bar 
had more profound skill in cross ex­ 
amination, and the questions he put 
to the witness were like the fire of a 
Maxim gun. but in every instance he 
failed to get the evidence he wanted 
and finally sat down in despair. 
“Then Webster, who had been sitting 
in his great armchair, apparently about 
half asleep, as though taking co inter­ 
est in the case whatever, slowly arose 
to his feet, put his great eyes on the 
hostile witness, asked him in the most 
serious tone a single question and 
brought instantly the required answer. 
Then as quietly he sat down and ap­ 
parently went about half asleep again. 
It was a scene photographed on my 
mind, never to be forgotten. 
"The difference between Webster 
and Choate cannot better be explained 
as it rests in my mind than to com­ 
pare Choate to a Maxim gun raining 
bullets of eloquence wherever he chose 
and Webster to a great gun that can 
send out a thirteen inch shell to pene­ 
trate an ironclad. 
"It was wonderful to listen to 
Choate. I remember a case in which 
an ordinary lawyer would have sim­ 
ply said to the court that he moved a 
postponement of the case because wit­ 
ness So-and-so was sick, but in this 
case Choate arose and commenced by 
saying that his important witness was 
on a bed of sickness and perhaps a 
bed of death and so went whirling up 
almost to the skies on this simple mo­ 
tion, to the great interest of everybody 
that heard bim. 
"Our old chisf justice, Judge Shaw, 
one of the greatest lawyers of his 
time, was a plain, practical man, and 
looked In his old age as he sat on the 
bench somewhat like a Chinese idol, 
and he used to frequently cut off Mr. 
Choate’s eloquence by calling him back 
to the plain facts.”

THRICE MARRIED ONCE DIVORCED 


Question of Who Deceased's Le­ 
gal Heirs are May be Set­ 
tled in Courts 


The attempts of Con O’Neil, of this 
city to secure possession of the estate of 
his brother, the late Frank O’Neil, of Be- 
midji, have broughtto light curious com­ 
plications concerning the estate and may 
cause litigation, though there seems no 
possibility of the brother securing any 
share of the estate however it may be 
settled. 
The rather romantic facts in 
the life of the late Frank O’Neil and 
his matrimonial experiences are about 
as follows according to the statem ent 
of W. A M. Johnston, clerk of the dis­ 
trict court and of attorneys who have 
become identified with the case. 
Frank O’Neil was married in Wis­ 
consin to a woman whom he afterwards 
deserted, coming to Brainerd to reside 
While here he was again married with­ 
out the formality of divorce. 
Later he 
secured a divorce in this city on the 
grounds of desertion, from the first 
w ife and was remarried. 
About ten 
days ago he died at Bemidji, intestate, 
and leaving among other property a 
sum of money, said to be $1700, in one 
of the Bemidji banks. 
This money the 
brother, Con O’Neil, is said to have 
notified the bank not to pay over to the 
widow, claiming, it is reported, that 
he was the only legal heir ot the de­ 
ceased. 
An examination of the records of 
Crow Wing county show the marriage, 
then the divorce from the first wife, 
then the remarriage to the second, W. 
H. Man tor, then municipal judge hav­ 
ing performed both marriages. 
It was 
at first the claim of Con O'Neil that 
there had been but one marriage to 
the second wife and that the one per­ 
formed before the divorce was granted. 
His chances of securing the estate or 
any part of it, however, are apparent­ 
ly nullified by the fact that though the 
first wife remarried after the divorce 
and now lives in New York, yet if the di­ 
vorce was not valid, then her marri 
age with her second husband is void 
and she is the widow of Frank O’Neil 
Besides this there were two children 
by the first marriage, according to the 
reports, but they are said to have been 
adopted by other parties and whether 
or not this would bar them from the 
participation in their father’s estate is 
a question. 
The divorce and remarri­ 
age would certainly not deprive them 
o4 their rights. 
The illegality of the first marriage 
to the second wife was cured by the 
second marriage if the divorce was 
valid, but there is, it is said by attor­ 
neys, a decision of the supreme court 
which has held that the courts of one 
state have not jurisdiction in divorce 
cases over parties who are residents of 
other states, which may render the di­ 
vorce and second marriage void and the 
divorced wife, supposed the wife of an­ 
other man, the true widow and with 
her children the sole heirs of the prop­ 
erty. 
Taken altogether it is a compli­ 
cated mixup which would 
probably 
never have been brought to light but 
for the attempts of the brother to se­ 
cure possession of the property. 
It is 
said that one of the valuable assests of 
the estate is a cause of action against 
the Crooks ton Lumber Company, in 
whose employ the deceased was when 
he received the injuries which caused 
his death.__________

Ambrose Channel Lightship, In Ne* 
York Day— New Apparatus Will Hel* 
Ships In Fog. 


A man blindfolded piloted the till 
Eugene F. Moran from a point ovej 
three miles out in the open sea to tin 
Ambrose channel lightship, in Ne* 
York bay. the other day. picking up the 
light vessel by the sound of the sub 
marine signal l»ell and following the 
course by the guiding sound of tin 
bell ringing some thirty feet "behliv tin 
surface. 
The Eugene F. Moran left pier 2 
North river. New Y'ork, soon after It 
o’clock In the morning, with shipping 
men and experts on board. 
The tug 
boat James II. Moran went along, hav 
ing on board a signal bell apparatus 
for the trials. 
The tug went down the lower bay h 
the Ambrose lightship and ran along 
side to request that the submarine bel 
on board l»e kept ringing. 
In a short time the man who had tin 
telephone headpiece connected 
with 
the microphone receivers nt the bow oi 
the tug reported: 
“There goes the bell now.” 
The Moran continued to a point i 
about three miles beyond the Hook j 
and, after Assistant Engineer Fay had 
been blindfolded, the Moran was put 
out of her course to confuse him, whlk 
the receivers were put at his ears. 
There was a short Interval, and then 
Fay said to Captain Reilly of the tug. 
“The bell is off the starboard side." 
The course was changed, and then 
Fay reported the sound as coming 
from the port sides. Agnin the wheel 
sw*ung around, and again Fay report­ 
ed on the direction of the bell. 
“A little to port,” he ordered, nnd 
then, as the tug swung over, he said: 
“Now I hear the bell from port and 
starboard. 
The lightship lies dead 
ahead. Keep that course, captain.” 
So the blindfolded man kept her to 
the course. Occasionally he would or 
der a trifle more to port or to star 
board as the sound indicated that the 
bow was swinging a point off the line 
to the lightship. 
As the tug approached the lightship 
the test was made complete. The tug 


swung from one point of the compass 
to another. 
The blindfolded man was 
never fooled. 
He called the bells as 
accurately as a hotel clerk calls the in­ 
dicator. 
“Now we’ve got him,” sold Captain 
Reilly as he pointed the Moran on one 
course. 
“Now where Is the lightship?“ de­ 
manded the scoffers. 
“Almost ahead,” said Fay, listening 
Intently. 
“Dead ahead,” he corrected 
a moment later, ami “dead ahead” It 
was. 
Those who crowded Into the pilot­ 
house or who had obtained places at 
the windows watched the guiding of 
the boat with Interest, looking out to 
see how true the vessel was going on 
her way to the light vessel. So Fay 
brought the tug to the Ambrose light. 
The company officials explained the 
working of the subm arine signal, nnd 
every one on l»ourd had a chance to 
listen to the bell. 
As another test the 
Jam es 11. Moran w as went ahead about 


a mile, nnd she fastened up on the far 
side of the schooner Goodwin Stod- 
I dard, anchored off Staten Island.

There was no difficulty In locating the 
tug by the sound of the bell. 
About 100 lightships are now equip­ 
ped w ith the subm arine bell, and of 
these forty-nine are aloug our coast.

The receiving apparatus is Installed 
In the fore i>euk and as far below the 
water line as possible. 
The receiving

microphones receive the sound waves 
coming through the water and strik­ 
ing against the vessel's side.

THRICE MARRIED ONCE DIVORCED 


Question of Who DoceasoiTs Le­ 
gal Heirs are May be Set­

Th© attempt© of Con O'Neil, of this 
city to secure possession of the estate of 
his brother, the Ute Frank O'Neil, of Be­ 
midji, have brought to light curious com­ 
plication© concerning the estate and may 
cause litigation, though there seem© no 
possibility of the brother securing any 
share of the estate however it may be 
settled.

THE MEASLES CANNIBAL. 


Msthod of a Vancouver Island Tribe 
to Drive Away Discase. 
A few years ago an epidemic of 
measles broke out among the Indian 
tribes living on Vancouver island, in 
British Columbia, not far from Fort 
Rupert, and the shamans or medicine 
men came to the conclusion that a can­ 
nibal sorcerer, whom they termed the 
“hamatsu” (measles cannibal), was 
slaying their children to eat them and 
that he would continue to do so until 
he was killed. 
As they could not slay a ghost in his 
own person they arranged a ceremony 
in which one of their number posed as 
the cannibal and was treated as they 
would have liked to treat the real foe 
This fact of a substitute was, of 
course, not made public, only the med­ 
icine men knowing the truth of the 
matter. 
Against a wall of rock was painted 
an imitation opening, in the center of 
which the “cannibal" was fastened 
At the proper time, after going 
through various Incantations, a cover 
ing was jerked away, exposing the 
cannibal apparently springing through 
the solid rock. He was promptly grasp­ 
ed by two of the priests, who dragged 
him out aud rushed him through a fire 
which was burning la front of the 
place and which was surrounded by 
all the members of the tribe beating 
drums and singing at the top of their 
voices. By some jugglery the cann! 
bal was got rid of, and the people were 
told that he had flown away through 
the air and would not come back. 
After this ceremony had been re­ 
peated several times to put an end to 
other epidemics, which were only too 
prevalent among the Indians, It grew 
into a sort of annual affair, managed 
by the members of a secret society 
whose members know that the sup­ 
posed “hamatsu" was only a man.— 
Scientific American. 


Th* Composer’t Trick When Money 
and Firewood Were Scarce. 
Here is an anecdote of Wagner's 
early life as related by Liszt: “Wag­ 
ner, Bulow and I were all quite young 
when we lived together in Leipzig and 
had a good time—that is, I enjoyed 
myself, but Wagner was already fer­ 
menting with his political and philo­ 
sophical ideas, anil our prosaic cir­ 
cumstances offered little ground for 
the Idealists of the future. We called 
Bulow ‘Kritlkus,’ and we, especially I, 
always feared his sharp tongue a lit­ 
tle. Of course all of us had little mon 
ey, but Wagner put our slender purse 
to great strains. 
He could not bear 
money worries, and we let him feel 
them as little us possible. 
“Once, after a long autumn, It be­ 
came cold suddenly, and Wagner 
with his ‘nerves’ suffered from the 
sudden change in the temperature. 
He demanded a heated room at once. 
For two whole days the debate raged 
between him and Enlow as to the im­ 
mediate purchase of wood with 
reduced purse. 
“I was not asked, because Bulow 
knew that I would yield, but he as 
treasurer contended that it was ridicu­ 
lous to buy wood in the month of Sep­ 
tember. 
‘But I am freezing,’ said 
Wagner in a rage, to which the inex­ 
orable Bulow suggested that he go out 
and get warm by running or warm 
himself by his muse. Laughing at his 
cheap, spiteful advice, Bulow and I 
went out, but when we returned after 
two hours we were thunderstruck to 
find Wagner in the room heated to 
suffocation. He sat at his writing ta­ 
ble deep In his work. His face was 
red. 
“ ‘Where’— began Bulow, but the 
words stuck in his throat, for a glance 
around the room showed him how 
Wagner had helped himself. Several 
chairs and our work tables lay on the 
floor, permanently crippled. 
Wagner 
had cut off their legs and made the 
fire with them. Bulow was speechless 
with rage, but I stood at the door and 
laughed till the tears came at this in­ 
genious way of helping oneself. Bulow 
lamented that we would have to re­ 
place the landlady’s chairs and tables 
and that he could not sit down or 
work. 
“Wagner answered spitefully: 
‘I 
have what I needed! Fellows like you, 
who do nothing but go walking, need 
neither chairs nor tables. If you had 
given me the money right off, your 
valuable furniture would still be In ex­ 
istence. You wished it so! Firewood

ONCE

“It will be In 
Winnipeg and will be on the scale of 
the Portland (Ore.) exposition and will 
commemorate the one hundredth anni­ 
versary of the settlement of the Red 
river valley.”

Ambrosa Channal Lightship, In N w 
York Day—Now Apparatus Will Hair 
Ships In Fog. 


A man blindfolded piloted the tujL 
Eugene F. Moran from a point ovei 
three miles out In the open sea to tin 
Ambrose channel lightship, in New 
York bay, the other day, picking up th* 
light vessel by the sound of the sub 
marine signal bell and following the 
course by the guiding sound of the 
bell ringing some thirty feet Ijelow tht 
surface. 
The Eugene F. Moran left pier 2 
North river. New York, soon after lf 
o'clock in the morning, with shipping 
men aud experts on board. The tug 
boat James H. Moran went along, liav 
ing on board a signal bell apparatus 
for the trials. 
The tug went down the lower bay t< 
the Ambrose lightship and ran along 
side to request that the submarine bel 
en board be kept ringing. 
In a short time the man who had tilt 
telephone headpiece connected with 
the microphone receivers at the bow oi 
the tug reported: 
“There goes the bell now.” 
The Moran continued to a point 
about three miles beyond the Hook. 
and. after Assistant Engineer Fay had 
been blindfolded, the Moran was put 
out of her course to confuse him, while 
the receivers were put at his ears. 
There was a short interval, and then 
Fay said to Captain Reilly of the tug, 
“The bell is off the starboard side.” 
The course was changed, and then 
Fay reported the sound as coming 
from the port sides. Again the wheel 
swung around, and again Fay report­ 
ed on the direction of the bell. 
“A little to port,” he ordered, and 
then, as the tug swung over, be said: 
“Now I hear the bell from port and 
starboard. The lightship lies dead 
ahead. Keep that course, captain." 
So the blindfolded man kept her to 
the course. Occasionally he would or­ 
der a trifle more to port or to star­ 
board as the sound indicated that the 
bow was swinging a point off the line 
to the lightship. 
As the tug approached the lightship 
the test_was made complete. The tug 


swung from one point o f the compass 
to another. The blindfolded man was 
never fooled. 
Ile called the bells aa 
accurately as a hotel clerk calls the in­ 
dicator. 
“Now we’ve got him,” said Captain 
Reilly as he pointed the Moran on one 
course. 
“Now where Is the lightship?*’ de- 
mended the scoffers. 
“Almost ahead," said Fay, listening 
Intently. 
“Dead ahead,” he corrected 
a moment later, and “dead ahead’* It 
was. 
Those who crowded into the pilot­ 
house or who had obtained places at 
the windows watched the guiding of 
the boat with interest, looking out to 
see how true the vessel was going on 
her way to the light vessel. So Fay 
brought the tug to the Ambrose light. 
The company officials explained the 
working of the submarine signal, and 
every one on board had a chance to 
listen to the bell. As another test the 
James U. Moran was sent ahead about 
a mile, and she fastened' ujpTon the” fat 
side of the schooner Goodwin Stod­ 
dard, anchored off Staten Island. Her 
> bell was put over tile side and started. 
There was no difficulty in locating the 
tug by the sound of the bell. 
About IOO lightships are now equip­ 
ped with the submarine bell, and of 
these forty-nine are along our coast. 
The lightship bell is hung by davits 
over the side. It is attached to a case 
aud is operated by compressed air fed 
through twin rubber hose. The strokes 
on the bell are automatically con-: 
trolled, so thnt each lightship sends 
out under water her code number. 
Every lightship has its code number- 
00 for Nantucket, 45 for Boston bay, 
2 for Hen and Chickens, in Buzzard's 
bay; 39 for Breton’s Reef, 08 for the, 
Diamond shoal lightship. 
* 
The receiving apparatus is installed 
in the fore peak and aa far below the 
water line as possible. The receiving 
mechanism consists of two small tanks 
fastened to the “skin" of the vessel. 
In each tank two microphones arf 
placed, immersed In liquid. 
These 
microphones receive the sound waves 
coming through the water aud strik­ 
ing against the vessel’s side. 
From 
these tanks wires run to the battery 
box, which supplies the power, and 
from there to the indicator box. 
The receiving telephones are similar 
to the telephone ear pieces now In 
use. The indicator box, shaped like a 
clock, is fastened to the wall of the 
pilothouse. 
By means of a switch 
either the port or starboard micro­ 
phone can be connected with the re­ 
ceiving telephones. 
A dial shows 
which side is connected. It was ex­ 
plained that the bell works best at 
about thirty. feet below Jhe surface. -

Missouri University Faculty Will 
Offer Prizes For Specialties. 


A SPUR TO SPRING PRACTICE. 


Trophy Cups For W inners In Punting, 
Place and Drop Kicking and T a c ­ 
kling—Victorious Athletes Must Be 
Fall Eligibles Only. 


Tho faculty members of the Univer­ 
sity of Missouri at Columbia, Mo­ 
have come to the aid of football. Clark 
\V. Hetherington, athletic director of 
the state Institution, has received an 
offer from one of the leading faculty 
members who desires to keep his name 
a secret, saying that some members of 
the faculty of which he is the spokes­ 
man desire to come to the aid of the 
athletic interests of Missouri univer­ 
sity, especially along the line of foot­ 
ball. 
To this end they wish to offer 
a series of prizes to be awarded in 
spring football competition. 
Punting, place kicking, drop kick­ 
ing and tackling are mentioned as ex­ 
amples of the kind of work they, the 
faculty members, wish to encourage. 
The awarding of the prizes, w’hlch ure 
to be in the form of trophy cups, is 
to be entirely in the hands of the ath­ 
letic department so that Hetherington 
cannot object to the intrusion of out­ 
side ald. 
The letter follows: 
“It has seemed apparent to some 
members of the faculty that our foot­ 
ball team does not have sufficient time 
in the fall for the thorough drilling in 
the elementary details of play that is 
necessary for the production of a suc­ 
cessful team. Being convinced of the 
advantages to be gained by spring 
practice in football and desiring to 
show their interest in the success of 
Missouri on the gridiron, they beg 
leave to offer six trophy cups to be 
used as prizes in a football field day 
to be held some time this spring. 
“It is the desire of the donors that 
these cups be offered as prizes in a 
competition consisting of punting, place 
kicking, drop kicking, tackling and 
other such events as the athletic de­ 
partment may consider best suited for 
the development of football skill. 
“Since the object in offering these 
tups ia_8L.stinmlaU.on to spring prac­ 


tice and the development of players, 
the donors stipulate that the cups 
should be awarded only to players 
who will be eligible in the fall and 
also to reserve the right to withhold 
their gift if, in their opinion, the num­ 
ber of men engaged has been too 
small, the practice not sufficiently sys­ 
tematic or the period of practice pre­ 
ceding the field day too short to pro­ 
duce results of value.” 
Conch Monilaw says that the offer of 
the faculty will be accepted on the 
part of the athletic department. 
It 
was the intention of the department 
to arrange a similar meet last year, but 
the object was abandoned. — Kansas 
City Star.

Jury Unable to Agree. 
Pittsburg, March I.—The Jury in the 
graft case in which Councilmen J. C. 
Wasson, William Brand and John F. 
Klein are charged with conspiracy, 
reported that it had been unable to 
agree on a verdict and was locked up 
until court again convenes. The ac­ 
cused men are alleged to have accept­ 
ed a bribe to secure the passage of 
an ordinance providing for the paving 
of certain streets with wooden blocks. 


Vainly Endeavoring to Seek a Loop­ 
hole Whereby They May Escape. 
James A. Patten of Chicago Said to 
Control the Wheat Market of the 
World and the Price Is Expected to 
Soar—Eastern Men Lose Millions. 


Chicago, March I.—A “blue" week 
begins today for the bears in the 
wheat pit who have pitted their judg 
mcnt against that of James A. Patten, 
who now controls the wheat market 
of the world. 
Wheat went to $1.19 a bushel Satur­ 
day, but it is expected to skip by that 
point within the next forty-eight hours 
under the careful guidance of Mr. Pat­ 
ten, and the shorts are expected to 
ccramble wildly to savfe themselves 
from utter extinction, for Mr. Patten 
has said forcibly: 
“Wheat will go to $1.25 a bushel.” 
In the meantime, while the Chicagi 
shorts are vainly trying to seek a hole 
whereby they may escape, there is 
consternation among the “wise men ot 
the East,” including “Reggie” Vander 
blit. W. H. Moore, Jesse Livermore 
J. Brandt Walker and others of the 
millionaire plunging net who inhabit 
Wall street. 
When wheat touched 
the $1.19 mark on Saturday the East­ 
ern millionaires faced losses of mil­ 
lions and if it goes to $1.25 a bushel, 
as Mr. Patten predicts—and so fqr 
his predictions have been more than 
fulfilled—the Wall street bears on 
wheat will find themselves pinched as 
they have never been pinched before. 
Expected Break in Market. 
It is claimed that the four New 
York plungers mentioned, after listen­ 
ing to the advice of Sidney C. Love, 
began selling wheat with a confidence 
born of Mr. Son’s declaration that the 
market would break and that Patten 
would find himself swamped. They 
sold when wheat was climbing from 
$1 to $1.06 a bushel. 
It was when wheat was hovering 
around $1.06 that the strong bear 
movement began to manifest itself in 
New York and other parts of the coun­ 
try. Vanderbilt, Moore, Livermore and 
Walker are supposed to have sold mil­ 
lions of bushels at this figure. 
As it cannot be bought in million 
bushel lots for less than $1.19 and the 
attempt to purchase several million 
bushels in the open market would 
send wheat to $1.22 a bushel and even 
higher, the New York millionaires face 
a serious problem. They can’t buy 
•nough wheat to cover their lines, ex­ 
cept of Mr. Patten at any price. 
The four New York millionaires are 
said to be short about 20,000,000 bush­ 
els. Their combined losses are now 
figured at about $2,700,000. lf wheat 
goes to $1.25 and the New Yorkers 
are still short, their combined losses 
will reach nearly $4,000,000. 
However, as the poorest of the four 
Is possessed of six or seven million, 
all are well able to stand the loss.

The race will be beld nuder 
the auspices of the Aero Club of Amer­ 
ica and In accordance with the gov­ 
erning rules of the International Aero­ 
nautic federation.

Aeronauts from any aero club af­ 
filiated with the Aero Club of America 
may participate in the contest, pro­ 
vided they have received licenses as 
pilots from the parent organization. 
There are now but eighteen licensed 
pilots in the United States, but as sev­ 
eral aero clubs have organized recent­ 
ly, with new balloons all tho time 
being built, It is thought that several 
additional aeronauts will qualify as 
pilots before the date of the race. The 
balloons will be sent up from the 
grounds of the Indianapolis motor 
parkway. 
It was originally intended to hold 
this race in September or October, but 
as another balloon contest of national 
importance is to take place in St. 
Louis tfic week of Oct. 5 It was de­ 
cided to hold the grand prize race 
earlier in the season. 
The St. Louis 
race will be held during the celebra­ 
tion of the city’s one hundredth anni­ 
versary of its incorporation.
